In lieu of the Information Disclosure Statement 
filed October 30, 1989, kindly make of record the accompanying 
fresh copy of Form PTO-1449. Fresh copies of the references 
cited therein need not be supplied, as they are already of 
record. 

As previously pointed out, these references were 
cited in the corresponding International application Serial 
No. PCT/FR88/00212 , filed May 2, 1988. 

The non-pertinence of references AA, AB and AR in 
the previous Information Disclosure Statement was apparently 
evident to the examiner. It was as to references AL-AP that 
the examiner did not give consideration, because they are not 
in English. 
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Accordingly, the following remarks explain the non- 
pertinence of each of these foreign-language references: 

European patent application No. 0 066 488 discloses 
a reservoir for semen for use in artificial insemination of 
poultry hens. The device comprises a tue for semen and a 
piston displaceable therein. 

French patent application No. 2,539,628 was cited in 
the International search report for the content of claim 1. 
This patent discloses a method and device for separating 
mobile cells such as spermatozoa from other constituents of 
semen . 

French patent 2,589,879 corresponds to applicant's 
copending application No. 080 537 issued as patent No. 
4,902,286 concerning a process for fertilizing ovocytes in a 
container and the container. The French application and PCT 
counterpart are cited and discussed on page 1 of the instant 
application. 

German patent application No. 1,616,899 discloses a 
method and apparatus for artificial insemination of animals. 
In this method frozen sperm is introduced into the vagina or 
uterus of an animal for insemination. 
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International application No. WO 83/02386 discloses 
a spangle for freezing mammal embryos and transferring the 
same to an animal to be artificially inseminated.
